With the frigid temperatures Indiana experienced, some schools
had broken pipes to repair and resulting damage to clean up over the holiday break in order for
schools to open on the return date.

Public Comment: Ms. Kendra Johnson, Gary IN resident, spoke in support of JROTC and other
programs using the same principles of leadership, comradery, and self-discipline. She
emphasized the children of Indiana are all our children and responsibility. In reference to the
proverb, “It takes a village to raise a child”, Ms. Johnson closed her comments with “If you don’t
like the village you are in, create your own for the success of your child.”
